paTchc!» were misleading, 
nothing tangible except 
clusioii.s were unwarranted. When told 
that they wer«‘ disregiirding m ilitary' 
autlionty, it was apparent tUat they 
courted martyrdom, which it was un­ 
wise to give tliem. 
“In a later dispatch General Otis says 
the charges made by the press cor- 
resiKiudeuts are untrue.

At the outset, the governor says: “ J 
have uo hesitation iu sayiug that the 
course pursued by the presideut, iu thii 
matter, is little less thau co wardly. II 
is, to say the least, very uiimauly.” 
Proceeding he says tiiat repeatedly 
since the easttTu newspapers bega n tiieii 
attack upon Secretary Alger, tlie secre­ 
tary informed the presideut that if 
these press coiiiiiieiits embarrassed the ' 
admiuistration he would resign at once, J 
but the presideut said he had the utmost j 
couiideiice iu Alger aud his conduct ol j 
the war deiiartiiieut and the country i 
could not afford to lose his services. 
The governor said that at the time his 
“ alleged alliance” with General Alger 
was announced, aud before his dis­ 
avowal of interviews criticizing the 
presideut 
had 
reached Washington, 
General Alger told the presideut that, 
upon the president’s slightest intima­ 
tion, he would resign, but the president 
refused to eutertaiu the idea. 
As to the “ alleged alliance” being 
any reasou for askiug for Alger’s resig­ 
nation, Governor JWngree says that

N e w Yo r k , July 2 2 . — Iu the boroughs 
of Miiuhattaii and Brooklyn the strike 
situation, generally speaking, remained 
uiicliaiiged. On Manhattan Island oars 
ou all the lines of the Metropolitan sys­ 
tem were run ou practically the usual 
headway, aud at uiglit the cars ou Sec­ 
ond, Sixth aud Eighth avenues were 
uuder [xjlice protection, although the 
claim is made by the company that 
there is uo longer any necessity even 
for this. 
Presideut Hossiter of the Brooklyn- 
Rapid Transit comiiaiiy was arrested 
on a warrant issued by Magistrate Bren­ 
ner, charging criminal libel, Albert L. 
Johnson, former presideut of the Nas­ 
sau railroad being the complainant. 
The arrest of I-Yesideut Ilo.ssiter, al­ 
though interesting, will uot, it is 
thougiit, have any marked effect ou the 
strike. 
Ex-I^esideut Johnson objects 
to statements made by Presideut Ros- 
siter to Brooklyn reporters iu a rec^ent 
interview.

Tile answer was not satisfac­ 
tory aud they therefore sent by mail to 
Hongkong. General Otis says he is not 
conscious of sending misrepresentations, 
but thinks that his dispatches at times 
have been too conservative. 
The press 
affair appeared to be a threat. 
When 
the correspondents were asked to be in­ 
formed wherein General 
Otis’ dis­ 
patches were misleading, 
nothing tangible except 
elusions were unwarranted. When told 
that they were disregarding military 
authority, it was apparent that they 
courted martyrdom, which it was un­ 
wise to give them. 
“In a later dispatch General Otis says 
that the charges made by the press cor­ 
respondents are untrue. He adds that 
the most harmonious relations exist be­ 
tween the army and the navy. 
He 
gives the following extract from a letter 
just received from a leading Filipino at 
Tar lac, wnich is the seater of the main 
insurgent army: 
“ ‘For some days have been trying to 
leave this baud of thieves. Watched so 
closely, impossible to leave. A great 
many of the people here long for Amer­ 
ican troops to advance, for everyone is 
desperate with so much savagery com­ 
mitted by Aguinaldo^ army.’

W a s h in g t o n , July 22.—The name of 
the successor to General Alger as secre­ 
tary of war may be announced today.

V. Greene for the war portfolio, whom 
he said was his choice for the position, 
but it is understood that Gen. Greene is 
not the president’s choice.

secretaryship, 
notwithstanding 
General Greene was the senator’s first 
choice, as Senator Platt said, in speak­ 
ing of the prospective appointment, that

PINGREE VERT INDIGNANT.

D e t r o i t , July 22.—Governor Pingree 
handed The Associated Press a prepared, 
signed interview on the Alger resigna­ 
tion, the information he said he did not 
secure from Alger, but from a reliable 
source. 
At the outset, the governor says: “J 
have no hesitation in saying that the 
course pursued by the president, in thii 
matter, is little less than cowardly. ll 
is, to say the least, very unmanly.” 
Proceeding he says that repeatedly 
since the eastern newspapers bega u theii 
attack upon Secretary Alger, the secre­ 
tary informed the president that if 
these press comments embarrassed the 
administration he would resign at once, 
but the president said he had the utmost 
confidence in Alger an d his conduct of 
the war department and the country 
could not afford to lose his services. 
The governor said that at the time his 
“alleged alliance” with General Alger 
was announced, aud before his dis­ 
avowal of interviews criticizing the 
president had reached Washington, 
General Alger told the president that, 
upon the president’s slightest intima­ 
tion, he woald resign, bat the president 
refused to entertain the idea. 
As to the “alleged alliance” being 
any reason for asking for Alger’s resig­ 
nation, Governor Pingree says that 
long before his announcement that he 
would support Alger for the senate, 
Secretary Hay, on June 2, requested 
Vice President Hobart to intimate to 
General 
Alger that his resignation 
would be acceptable to the president, 
and would relieve him from the em­ 
barrassing attacks of the press on the 
conduct of the war. Mr. Hobart very 
properly declined and expressed his 
opinion in terms decidedly vigorous. 
After that General Alger several 
times offered to resign. 
General Alger 
finally did hand his resignation to the 
president to take effect Jan. 2. 
Governor Pingree states that Mr. Ho­ 
bart was finally prevailed upon by At­ 
torney General Griggs to convey to the 
secretary that his resignation was de­ 
sired, aud “gave my alleged alliance 
with the secretary as a pretext.” 
The governor said Alger’s sacrifice 
was compelled by New York politi­ 
cians, backed by the “unscrupulous and 
heartless press. ” He predicted that it 
will be learned “that the president him­ 
self has been responsible for whatever 
mistakes have been made in conducting 
the war.” 
He said: “I am told on the very best 
authority that General Alger made 
very few appointments of officers dur­ 
ing the war, and the commissions were 
issued almost entirely on the orders of 
the president.” 
The governor alleged that the more 
recent attacks upon Alger in the east 
were caused by his frank declaration of 
opposition to trusts, and he added that 
“ there is a decided odor of trusts around 
the present administration, with Mark 
Hanna as the 
acknowledged 'king­ 
m aker.'” 
It was conjectured here that Briga­ 
dier General Henry M. Duffield gave 
some of tho foregoing information, but 
the general declined to be interviewed.

N ew Y o r k , July 22.—In the boroughs 
of Manhattan aud Brooklyn the strike 
situation, generally speaking, remained 
unchanged.

reached W ashington, 
G eueral A lger told the president that, 
upon the p resident’s slightest iutiuia 
tion, he w ould resign, bu t the president 
refused to en tertain the idea.

G overnor Pingree states th at Mr. H o­ 
bart w as finally prevailed upon by A t­ 
torney G eneral G riggs to convey to the 
secretary th a t his resignation was de­ 
sired, aud “ gave m y alleged alliance 
w ith the secretary as a pretex t.” 
The governor said A lger's sacrifice 
w as com pelled by N ew York politi­ 
cians, backed by t he “ unscrupulous and 
heartless press.” 
He predicted th a t it 
w ill be iearued “ th at the president him ­ 
self has been responsible for w hatever 
m istakes have been m ade in conducting 
the w a r.”

The navy departmeut at Washington 
Las obtained by telegraph from Manila 
a complete list of the Spanish vessels 
purchased by Major General Otis from 
tlie 8 i>anish government and 
turned 
over to the navy. With the addition of 
these vessels, all of which draw little 
water, Rear Admiral Watson will have 
a surtJcient number of light draft craft 
to police the 
I’hilippine 
archipelago 
and to operate against the insurgents 
in the numerous lagoons ami rivers of 
the Island of Luzon. 
As early as last 
December Admiral Dewey retpiested 
the navy depaiTinent to send him a 
number <»f 
light draft gunboat.s. 
A 
month 
later the admiral cabled 
an 
urgent n-quost for vessels of that char­ 
acter, but tlu! department was unable 
to semi him more than half a dozen. 
As the admiral eontinm-d to importune 
the dopartmout on the sulg’ect, it was 
d<M*ided t(» tit iij> some of the conv(‘rted 
yachts used in the war with Si)ain, but 
on the aiivico of tlie chief constrtictor 
this determination was abandoned. 
After the batth» of .Manila Hay all 
the .Sjtanish gunboats that have b(*eii 
engaged in policing the Philippines 
concentrate« ! at Zamboango, in the is­ 
land of Mindanao, and remained there 
nntil re« M‘ntly, when they were bought 
for the Pnited States by General Otis. 
Just i>rior to their departure from 
Zamboaugo for Manila these gunboats 
were raided by insurgents, who took 
from them a number of guns which 
were used against the Spanish gar­ 
rison defending that place. Otherwise, 
however, the vessels were left un­ 
touched, ami General Otis has cabled 
that half a dozen of them were in ex­ 
cellent <*ondition for service when ae- 
llvered at .Manila. 
According to the telegraphic reports 
received at the navy deiiartrnent, the 
vessels purchased are 13 in number, 
12 gunboats and 1 torpedo boat The 
gunboats are the Calamianes, Mari- 
veles, Bulusan, Pampauga, Paragua, 
Samar, .Vllmy, Manihuio, l*auay, Vas- 
«•o, rnlaueta and Guardo« iui. The tor­ 
pedo boat is the Barcelo. 
In addition 
to these the fleet in tlie Philippines has 
been liierease« !, by purcliase orcai» ture, 
by the tugs Hapi« lo, Siir« *ste and INdre- 
llta, the steam I.aunch Iona and the 
steam barge Ondina, 
With nine ves­ 
sels now in serviceable condition, cap- 
tur« ‘d by Dewey, the fleet in the Phil- 
ip p in « ‘S is surtieiently large for all pres­ 
ent [>urpos« ‘s. 
These nine vessels are 
the Don Juan of .\ustria, the Isla « le

Most of these are gun­ 
boats of light draft. 
The Don Juan, 
Cuba and tlie I.uzon have l)een repair­ 
ed ami put ill first class eondlti ui at 
Hongkong, says tlie New York Sun.

Big Increase Through Purchase 
and Capture From Spain.

The navy department at Washington 
has obtained by telegraph from Manila 
a complete list of the Spanish vessels 
purchased by Major General Otis from 
the Spanish government and turned 
over to the navy. With the addition of 
these vessels, all of which draw little 
water, Rear Admiral Watson will have 
a sufficient number of light draft craft 
to police the 
Philippine archipelago 
and to operate against the insurgents 
in the numerous lagoons aud rivers of 
the island of Luzon. As early as last 
December Admiral Dewey requested 
the navy department to send him a 
number of 
light draft gunboats. 
A 
month 
later the admiral cabled 
ail 
urgent request for vessels of that char­ 
acter, but the department was unable 
to send him more than half a dozen. 
As the admiral continued to importune 
the department on the subject, it was 
decided to tit up some of the converted 
yachts used in the war with Spain, but 
ou the advice of the chief constructor 
this determination was abandoned. 
After the battle of Manila Bay all 
the Spanish gunboats that have been 
engaged iii policing the Philippines 
concentrated at Zamboango, in the is­ 
land of Mindanao, and remained there 
until recently, when they were bought 
for the United States by General Otis. 
Just prior to their departure from 
Zamboango for Manila these gunboats 
were raided by insurgents, who took 
from them a number of guns which 
were used against the Spanish gar­ 
rison defending that place. Otherwise, 
however, the vessels were left un­ 
touched, and General Otis has cabled 
that half a dozen of them were in ex­ 
cellent condition for service when de­ 
livered at Manila. 
According to the telegraphic reports 
received at the navy department, the 
vessels purchased are 13 in number, 
12 gunboats and I torpedo boat. The 
gunboats are the Calauiianes, Mari- 
veles, Bulusan, Pampanga, Para gun, 
Sa iii ai’, Albay, Manheim, Pansy, Vas­ 
co, Urdaneta and Guardoqui. The tor­ 
pedo boat is the Barcelo. In addition 
to these the fleet in the Philippines has 
been increased, by purchase or capture, 
by the tugs Kapido, Sureste aud Petre- 
lita, the steam launch Ioua and the 
steam barge Ondina. 
With nine ves­ 
sels now in serviceable condition, cap­ 
tured by Dewey, the fleet in the Phil­ 
ippines is sufficiently large for all pres­ 
ent purposes. These nine vessels are 
the Don Juan of Austria, the Isla de 
Cuba, the Isla de Luzon, the Manila. 
El Cano, Callao. Leyte, Mindoro and 
Mindanao. 
Most of these are gun­ 
boats of light draft. 
The Don Juan, 
Cuba and the Luzon have been repair­ 
ed and put in first class conditi h i at 
Hongkong, says the New York Sun. 
The best of the 13 vessels purchased 
are the sister ships Bulusan. Pam­ 
panga, Paragua and Samar. They are 
steel gunboats of 8 feet 2 inches mean 
draft, built in 1895. Each is 114 feet 
9 inches long, 135 tons displacement, is 
credited with a speed of ten knots aud 
has a single screw. The armament of 
each consists of one 3.5 inch Sontor 
Hontoria breechloading rifle, one 2.7 
iuch Hontoria breechloader and two 
machine guns. 
These are the only 
purchased vessels constructed of steel, 
the others being of wood or iron. The 
largest of these new American war­ 
ships is the Albay. 
She is built of 
wood, has two screws, displaces 251 
tons and has a speed of nine knots. 
Her armament consists of one 3.5 inch 
Hontoria breechloader, one 3 pounder 
breechloader and two machine guns. 
This vessel was recently engaged in 
operations against the insurgents in 
the island of Luzon. The Vasco and 
Urdaneta are tiny gunboats of only 28 
tons displacement each.

The navy department at Washington 
has obtained by telegraph from Manila 
a complete list of the Spanish vessels 
purchased by Major General Otis from

With the addition of 
these vessels, all of which draw little 
water, Hear Admiral Watson will have 
a sufficient number of light draft craft 
to police the 
Philippine archipelago 
aud to operate against the Insurgents 
Iii the numerous lagoons ami rivers of 
the island of Luzon.

on the advice of the chief coustruetot 
this determination was abandoned. 
After the battle of .Manila Bay all 
the Spanish gunboats that have been 
engaged In policing the Philippines 
concentrated at Zamboango, in tile is 
land of Mindanao, and remained there 
until recently, when they were bought 
for tile United States by General Otis 
Just prior to their departure from 
Zamboango for Manila these gunboats 
were raided by insurgents, who took 
from them a number of guns which 
were used against the Spanish gar 
rison defending that place. Otherwise, 
however, the vessels were left un­ 
touched. and General Otis has cabled 
that half a dozen of them were in ex­ 
cellent condition for service when ae 
livered at Manila. 
According to the telegraphic reports 
received at the navy department, the 
vessels purchased are 13 in number, 
12 gunboats and I torpedo boat. The 
gunboats are the Calamiaues, Mari- 
veles, Bulusan, Pampanga, Para gun, 
Samar, Albay, Monileno, I'anay, Vas­ 
co, Urdaueta and Guardoqui. The tor­ 
pedo boat is the Bareelo. 
In addition 
to these the fleet in the Philippines has 
been increased, by purchase or capture, 
by the tugs Itapido, Sureste and Petre- 
lita, the steam launch Iona and the 
steam barge Ondina. 
With nine ves­ 
sels now in serviceable condition, cap­ 
tured by Dewey, the fleet in the Phil­ 
ippines is sufficiently large for all pres­ 
ent purposes. 
These nine vessels are 
the Don Juan of Austria, the Isla de 
Cuba, the Isla de Luzon, the Manila, 
El Cano, Callao. Leyte, Mindoro and 
Mindanao. 
Most of these are gun­ 
boats of light draft. 
The Don Juan, 
Cuba and the Luzon have been repair­ 
ed and put in first class conditi rn at 
Hongkong, says the New York Sun. 
The best of the 13 vessels purchased 
are the sister ships Bulusan, Pam­ 
panga, Paragua aud Samar. They are 
steel gunboats of 8 feet 2 inches mean 
draft, built in 1895. 
Each is 114 feet 
9 inches long, 135 tons displacement, is 
credited with a speed of ten knots aud 
has a single screw. The armament of 
each consists of one 3.5 Inch Sontor 
Hontoria breechloading rifle, one 2.7 
inch Hontoria breechloader and two 
machine guns. 
These are the only 
purchased vessels constructed of steel, 
the others beiug of wood or iron. The 
largest of these new American war­ 
ships is the Albay. 
She Is built of 
wood, has two screws, displaces 251 
tons and has a speed of nine knots. 
Her armament consists of one 3.5 inch 
Hontoria breechloader, one 3 pounder 
breechloader and two machine guns. 
This vessel was recently engaged in 
operations against the insurgents in 
the island of Luzon. 
The Vasco and 
Urdaueta are tiny gunboats of only 28 
tons displacement each. They are sis­ 
ters, built in 1883 and 1884. They are 
constructed of iron, and each has a 
single screw, is 30 feet long, draws 3 
feet IO inches mean and can make 
only seven knots an hour. Each has a 
battery of one 2.9 inch 
Hontoria 
breechloading rifle and one machine 
gun. 
The oldest of the purchased gun­ 
boats is the Ma ii ileno, built In 1877 
She has a wooden hull, is driven by 
one screw, is credited with nine knots 
speed, displaces 142 tons aud is armed 
with three 3.5 inch Hontoria breech­ 
loading rifles. 
The Calamianes was 
built in 1S80. 
She is of iron, has two 
screws, is 91 feet 9 inches long, 6 feet 
0 inches mean draft and displaces 151 
tons. 
Her armament consists of one 
3.5 inch breechloading rifle, one 2.7 
inch breechloading rifle and two ma­ 
chine guns. The Mariveles is a sister 
of the Mindoro captured by Dewey.

Former Brutality la War. 
Before a battle in former times the 
priests solemnly devoted to the gods 
the whole of the hostile army then in 
sight, and, if possible, no man of it 
was left alive. A writer in The Nine­ 
teenth Century says that when Her­ 
mann decoyed tile great host of Varus 
into the forest depths all the Homans 
that escaped death in the battle were 
captured aud led into the dark recess­ 
es, where every man of them tvas sac­ 
rifice! upon hastily erected altars. 
Latham, in his edition of Tacitus, 
quotes six contemporary authorities to 
show that this practice of concluding 
a victory with human sacrifices was 
customary among our Teutonic ances­ 
tors.

that a red Indian would have done 
last century was freely practiced by 
our ancestors of 12 centuries ago. Anti 
the highest ideal of a man then in­ 
cluded, as a duty, dark cruelty and 
grewsome revenge against all his ene­ 
mies.

ing cart just completed by the National 


I'lie route out of New Hors city was 
from Herald square through Thirty- 
fifth street to Fifth avenue, up Fifth 
avenue to One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street, west to Seventh avenue, and 
north to Central bridge. 
Thence Mr. 
Davis 
took 
Sedgewick 
avenue 
to 
Kingsbridge, where he turned to the 
left. crossing the tracks of the New 
York Central and New York and Put­ 
nam railroads to Broadway, which 
gave iii rn a good road to Yonkers. The 
route to Albany closely followed the 
east bank of the Hudson river. From 
Albany tile road runs west through the 
Mohawk valley, passing through Utica, 
Syracuse and Rochester. 
At Buffalo 
the route turns south and leads along 
the shore of Lake Erie through Cleve­ 
land and Toledo, and .across Indiana 
to South Bend and thence to Chicago. 
The route from Chicago to the Pacific 
coast lies through Des Moines. Omaha, 
Denver, Ogden and Sacramento.^ 
Mr. Davis has studied the good roads 
maps of the League of American 
Wheelmen and all other available in­

cross. He has planned his route with 
care, 
lie will collect data as to the 
condition of the roads, the grades he 
has to climb and descend, and other 
m atters of interest to automobilists, 
cyclists and persons who favor the bet­ 
terment of American roads.

“The methods of coaling ships in 
service and supplying them with fresh 
water, as well as providing positive— 
that is to say, forced ventilation—are 
some of tile problems which w?e are 
considering aud, indeed, which all na­ 
val architects are studying, the late 
w ar having called attention to these 
tlilugs more pointedly than heretofore. 
As to my opinion of American battle­ 
ships, I thiuk they are the best in the 
world. 
I have been in many countries 
and have seen and studied many w ar 
vessels, aud I am satisfied that the 
boats of this country are the best. 
In­ 
deed, there is no reason why we cannot 
bent the world, as the m aterials m anu­ 
factured here are the best to be found 
anywhere. 
“As for the arm or plate difficulty, I 
presume th at the next congress will 
satisfactorily ad ju st th a t matter. 
The 
last congress, you know, fixed the price 
at $300 per ton, which is below what 
the steel is actually worth. 
The price 
for Harveyized steel had been $400, 
which was low’ enough, yet congress 
deliberately reduced the figures to $300 
aud insisted on Kruppized steel, which 
is better and which enables a reduc­ 
tion in tile weight of the armor.

Chited States cavalry , w rites an inter- 
iBiiiig letter to his sister in Chicago 
ncui the camp at Calumpit, Philip- 
pme Islands, under date of May 2, say s 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Calumpit 
had just been occupied by the Ameri- 
cau troops. 
Trooper Cox say s: 
Acd still our army moves on, and it 
^u]l take more than Filipinos to stop 
us. 
When 1 wrote y ou last, w e were 
Uuiug outpost duty to the northw’est 
of Malolos. 
1 believe since then w'e 
haAf only advanced 18 miles, y et have 
accoiiiplislied a great deal, as we have 
lakvii the rebels’ strong est strateg ic 
points, and a inoveiiient is now being 
liiado against ihein which wdll g ive us 
coiitrul of -o miles more of railway . 
'] his is the movement by two briga« les 
of regtihtrs umU*r tlie old Imlian light- 
tr L aw ton around the ex trem e right, 
cuttiin: off eight towns ami, as 1 said, 
LT. iiiih s of r.aihvay . 
After writing last 
nothing of importance hai){)one<l out- 
Hido of tho rogular routine of outpost 
duty , ex cel a that we were retiirne<l to 
Maloios, remained in camp at San Isa- 
hel. a town t)f .o.obO inhabitants som e 
Hix miles southeast of Malolos, on tiie 
laili'oud. 
We were quartered in the 
cathedral and remained there over a 
week, patrolling the railroad. 
The in­ 
surgent troops had been quartered in 
the same church and left us bunks al­ 
ready put up, gun racks already built 
and fireplaces with poles of split w’ood 
beside them. 
One of the dungeons of 
the church tells a pitiful tale in the in­ 
scriptions w’ritteu in lead pencil on the 
dirty whitewashed w’all. 
They are as 
follows and ex plaiu them selves: 
‘ Harry Huber, First battalion. Unit­ 
ed States engineers, Company A; taken 
prisoner by the Insurgents Jan. 28 at 
Macuy au; removed to AluioJos Feb. 7; 
brought here (San Isabel) about March 
6. Hood by .” 
“ David 
Browm, civilian, native 
of 
Montreal; captured 
by 
Filipinos at 
Caloocau ,/au. 27; taken to Malolos 
Feb. i>; brought here March (5; notify 
Richard Brown, 
lao Sautillo street, 
Mem real.” 
Ihere was a third one wMth ‘the sam e 
inscription as Huber’s, but the name 
was not discernible. 
It’s hard telling 
where the poor fellow’s are now.

church. The flies and ants w’ere trou- 
bJesonie, ami we had nothing to read 
and still less to eat. 
On April 22, after the wdiole troop 
had been on i)atrol all day and tlie 
Dight before, w’e marched back to Ma­ 
lolos; got in at 8 at night, had stables 
and supper and were told that reveille 
was lo be at 1 a. m., and w’e were to 
start at 2. 
We started. 
It w as bright 
moonlight, easy w’ork saddling up, and 
when we stopped a few m inutes later 
at General MacArthur’s headquarters 
we found that w e w’ere to be an escort 
or scouting party for Major Bell, as­ 
sistant adjutant 
general on MacAr- 
thurg stall and major of the engineers 
oatfalion. 
He has done all the scout- 
I^Dg and map making and is absolutely 
Earless. 
We went in the direction of 
Quingua, some six miles east of Ma- 
olos. 
Once before, about tw o w’eeks 
eforo, our three mounted troops and 
two field pieces w’ent out to this town 
and took It wdth only a little skirmish. 
t that time there were no trenche.s, 
nor was the town fortified at all. This 
unQe we approached to w ithin a mile 
nt the tow’u and w^aited for day light, 
e only road entering tlie tow’n from 
0 side we entered crossed rlcefields 
or poj y ards w’ide; then came a 
^t’ove of trees, then more rice- 
^ us some 2Pq y ards across, then the

Last night was a gala occasion for 
us all. 
It didn’t rain y esterday , so we 
had dry saddle blankets to sleep on.

The other tw o day s 
it didn’t rain we had to ford rivers, so 
got wet any way . 
The rainy season is 
on, and it’s g etting to be hard cam ­ 
paigning. but as w e’ve had a tight oc­ 
casionally w e don’t mind the hard­ 
ships.

The ambulances 
came up, and we sent the wounded 
In.

Iowa 
came up with three fieldpieces and a 
ciatliug, and we went back to g et 
<}olanibeskl’.s body and take the tow n. 
The artillery shelled the trenches first, 
then the Nebraskas .advanced in the 
front and the low as on the right, and 
after a severe fight we got them (the 
rebels) on the run. 
As soon as they 
were startial our troop charged them 
as' they ran, but a bunch of 50 or 00 
reuiaineil in a trench long enough to 
pour three or four volley s into us as 
we eliarged across the oiien and killed 
Trooiier Fisher and mortally W’ounded 
Trooper 
“ Klondike” O’Connor. 
But 
there were very few of that bimcll 
loft alive. 
They h.ad staid 
in 
the 
tnaichos too long. 
It w as the best 
shouting I’ve liad y et. 
.Major Bell had 
his horse shot in the charge, but w’ent 
on on foot till he got .another horse. 
We g ot back to .Malolos late in the 
afternoon pretty well i>lay ed out. 
It 
had been a .serious fight. 
Over 70 men 
killed and wounded in the Nebraskas 
and low as. including brave Colonel 
Stotsonberg. colonel of the* Nebraskas, 
and a major and first lieutenant in 
that regiment. 
But we took the town. 
The nex t morning w’e started on the 
campaign ag ainst Calumpit, the strong ­ 
est point held by the rebels. 
Calumpit 
lies on a point of land betw’eeu two 
rivers and at the junction of a third 
and is heavily intrenched. 
A rail­ 
road bridge crosses the river here, but 
this they hail destroy ed. 
They had 
cut dow’n all trees and burned all 
the houses w’ithin half a mile of the 
bank, but they reckoned without their 
host. 
They had destroy ed the bridge, 
but not the railroad track, and their 
strong est trenches w^ere at the end of 
the bridge across the Bag-Bag river. 
So when the action commenced Gen­ 
eral H ale’s brigade W’eut clear up the 
little river, swam it or forded it, and 
w’hen they had had tim e to g et their 
position the armored cars moved up 
the rallpoad track and poured in a hur­ 
ricane of steel from the tw’o Max im 
guns, two 3.2 fieldpieces, one navy 
6 pounder, and tw’o Gatlings, three 
armored cars, and the armored engine. 
The cars could fire dow n the trenches 
obli<iuely , and 
the natives couldn’t 
stand for it, but ran. 
Alas for them, 
they ran into Hale’s brigade; then 
there was fun. 
We g ot over 300 of 
them dead, and our total losses killed 
and w’oimded were less than 40. 
May 3.—I had a whole day to m y self 
y esterday ami wrote the part of the 
letter which precedes this. 
We’ve just 
finished morning stables and been told 
that W’e move at 10 o’clock, with five 
day s’ rations, and as I may not have 
another chance to mail this I’ll finish 
now and send it on. 
I don’t know 
w’here w’e’ll move today , but a general 
advance Is to be made. There has been 
lots of “ peace” talk lately . 
Several 
high Filipino officers have been in 
tw’ice to see General Otis to make ar 
rangem euts for peace, but they w’ant 
to make conditions, and Otis say s “ un­ 
conditional surrender.” W henever they 
are ready to come in and bring a gun 
for every man then w’e’ll permit them 
to. 
W e’ve g ot on to their w’ay s now 
and w’ou’t fool w’ith them. 
Whenever 
they want time and are hard pres.sed 
to finish their trenches they ask for a 
ten day s’ or tw’o weeks’ armistice “ to 
allow their congress to meet and ar­ 
range for peace” or some ex cuse. Their 
white flag game is play ed out too. 
They w’ill send out a white flag by tw’o 


Lincoln*« W ay . 
At a tim e wlieu .Mr. Lincoln w’as un­ 
der great mental stress during the civil 
war Mr. George H. Veamaa> then con­ 
gressman from Kentucky , called upon 
him and thus describes the ot‘casiou In 
the New’ York Tribune: 
“ The president w as alone at his desk, 
hnnl at work, and the congressman 
promptly offered to retire and call 
again. 
” ‘No.’ said Lincoln, 'sit down. 
I’ll be 
through shortly .’ 
“ I'reseiitly his little sou partly opeii- 
€m1 the <ioor. ‘I*apa,’ said he, ‘mamma 
say s the company w’ill .soon as.semble.’ 
“ The congressman rose, 
‘I*l<‘ase be 
seated; w e’ll g et to it directly ,’ sai« l 
' Ifincoln.

His face 
I W’a s very grave; it showed anx iety and 
melancholy 
imles<Mihalde. 
Disasters 
I had come in Hie field, and It w’as not all 
I harmony among Ids supporters. Very 
soon his barlier came in, and again tlie 
congressm.an offered to retire. 
“ ‘No,’ said Lincoln; ‘just ex cuse me 
one moment.’ 
He got up, ilirew off his 
coat, seated him self in one chair and 
stretched his long legs across another. 
The Imrber lathere<l his face and com­ 
menced stropping a razor. When that 
w as over the president turned his head 
and g ently asked, ‘Now, w’hat can 1 
dor 
“ The congressman told his mission. 
It w as considered kindly , decided cor­ 
rectly and he went his way . 
W e need 
not compare this with the court eti­ 
quette of emperors and kings, nor ask 
if W ashington or Adams, or even J ef­ 
ferson, w’oiild have so received a vis­ 
itor on business; but it w as what Abra­ 
ham Lincoln did.“ 


Some Oue Had to Stay . 
The story below is from El Diario, an 
Argentine 
newspaper 
published 
In 
Spanish. The anecdote Is told of a pris­ 
on In a provincial town in Argentina: 
“ An employ ee, whose duty it w as to 
inspect them, arrived late at uiglit at 
one of them 
and 
asked a ragge<l 
•gaucho’ who opened the door where 
the chief of police w’as. 
“ ‘The chief, sir,’ he ausw’cred, ‘lives 
at his farm, three or four leag ues 
off. 
He seldom com es.’ 
“ ‘And the second of police? ’ 
“ ‘The second has not come for some 
time, sir. 
The iK)or man has his w ife 
ill.’ 
“ ‘And the officer of the guard? ’ 
“ ‘He has been invited to a dance.’ 
“ ‘And the g endarmes? ’ 
'“ The gendarmes, sir, finish their 
duty at 6 p. m. and don’t return till 
nex t day .’ 
“ ‘But this is a scandal! There is no­ 
body here to ex plaiu things. And y ou? 
Who are y ou? ’ 
“ ‘I am the prisoner, sir.’ ” 
The whole thing reads like an Inci­ 
dent from a com ic opera. 
But it is a 
perfectly literal translation from the 
paper mentioned. 


One of the most vital questions of 
Christianity today is that of “ honoring 
the Lord’s d a y ,” It is ht ing dishonored 
more and more. 
The enem ies of Chris­ 
tianity disregard ami denounce it. and, 
W’h at is wor.se, the profe.s.sed friends of 
Christ are neg lecting to keep it holy 
and sacred to God, and many even claim 
that it was only a commandment to the 
Jews and abrogated by Christ wdth the 
sy mliols and ceremonies of Judaism. 
Hnch a claim is preposterous. 
Nfan’s 
body , mind and soul need the Sabtath 
day as much as ever they did. 
The 
Sabbath was an eternal institution and 
no distincHve part of Judaism alone, 
being instituted centuries l^efore Abra­ 
ham or Mcses w’as born. 
That Ciirist 
did not do away with the Sabbath is 
proved by the fact that He kept it H im ­ 
self. 
At Nazareth on the Sabbath day 
He went to the sy nagogue, “ as H is cne- 
fom w as. “ 
That man would be prone 
to forget this day God realized, for He 
began the commandment, “ Remember 
the Sabbath d ay .” We are coiirmanded 
to remember w’liat we are likely fio for­ 
get. 
Tbat we slionld honor the Sabbath 
day scarcely nee<ls proof. (1) We should 
do so in im itation of (tod. 
(iod rested 
on tin* Sabbath day and hallowed it. 
We should theiF-fore, in im itation of 
(bid, rest on and Iiallow’ tlie Sabbath 
day . 
(2) W’e sIkiuM lionor tlie Sabbath 
because God comuiaiids us to do so. He 
Him self has commandetl ns to “ Re- 
ineinber the Sabbath day to keeji it 
Iioly . 
To refuse to <lo so is to break a 
solemn command of (tod. (3) WV should 
honor the Sabliatb. as God rerjuires, for 
our ow n sakes. 
W’e need the rest and 
the opportunity for worship of God and 
communion w’ith God. 
(4) W e 
lose 
nothing by g iving this day to God. Six 
day s of manna in the wilderness, pro­ 
vided for seven day s’ necessity . 
In the 
providence of (4<k1 six day s’ labor w ill 
provide for seven day s’ ex istence, and 
thus He has made it possible to keep 
this day w ithout loss or injnry to our 
temporal w’ell lieiug in any way . 
(4o<l H im self has told us Low to hon­ 
or this day . 
It is to be hallowed, to be 
kept holy and sanctified. W e are to rest 
from phy sical labors, but rest is not the 
end, but only the means to the end. 
Rest is necessary that the day may be 
sanctified. Thousands of laborers are in­ 
capacitated from m aking thisn hallowed 
day because they are not allowed to 
rest from their labors. John was in the 
Bidrit on the Lord’s day . 
Rev. i, 10. 
Let us b e in the Spirit on that day , and 
W’e will keep it Iioly and sacred, and 
will, like John, receive visions of God 
ainl of heaven.

Charles S. Cox of Troop K, Fourth 
United States cavalry, writes an inter 
feting letter to his sister in Chicago 
from the camp at Calumpit, Philip 
pine Islands, under date of May 2, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Calumpit 
had just been occupied by the Ameri­ 
can troops. Trooper Cox says: 
Acd still our army moves on, and it 
will take more than Filipinos to stop 
us. 
When I wrote you last, we were 
doing outpost duty to the northwest 
of Malolos. 
I believe since then we 
have only advanced 18 miles, yet have 
accomplished a great deal, as we have 
taken the rebels’ strongest strategic 
points, a n d a movement is now being 
made against them which will give us 
control of 23 miles more of railway 
This is the movement by two brigades 
of regulars u n der the old Indian tight 
er Law ton a ro u n d the extreme right, 
cutting oft eight towns and, as I said, 
23 miles of railw ay. After writing last 
nothing of importance happened out­ 
side of th e re g u la r routine of outpost 
duty, except that we were returned to 
Malolos, rem ained in camp at San Isa­ 
bel, a town of 3.<>00 inhabitants some 
six miles so u th e a st of Malolos, on the 
railroad. 
We were quartered in tile 
cathedral and remained there over a 
week, patrolling the railroad. The in­ 
surgent troops had been quartered in 
the same church aud left us buuks al­ 
ready put up, gun racks already built 
and fireplaces with poles of split wood 
beside them. Cue of the dungeons of 
the church tells a pitiful tale in the in­ 
scriptions written in lead pencil on the 
dirty whitewashed wall. They are as 
follows and explain themselves: 
' Harry Huber. First battalion. Unit 
ed States engineers, Company A; taken 
prisoner by the insurgents Jan. 28 at 
Macuyan; removed to Malolos Feb. 7 
brought here (San Isabel) about March 
6. Goodby.” 
•David Brown, civilian, native of 
Montreal; captured by Filipinos at 
Calooean Jan . 27; taken to Maioios 
Ftb. I); brought here March (3; notify 
Richard Brown, 139 Santillo street. 
Montreal.” 
There was a third one with -the same 
inscription as Huber’s, but the name 
wus not discernible. 
It’s hard telling 
where the poor fellows are now. 
It 
was 
fearfully 
monotonous 
at 
tile 
church. The flies and ants were trou­ 
blesome, and we had nothing to read 
and still less to eat. 
On April 22, after the whole troop 
bad been on patrol all day and the 
night before, we marched back to Ma­ 
lolos; got in at 8 at night, had stables 
and supper and were told that reveille 
was to be at I a. rn., and we were to 
start at 2. We started. It was bright 
moonlight, easy work saddling up, and 
when we stopped a few minutes later 
at General M acArthur^ headquarters 
we found that we were to be an escort 
or scouting party for Major Bell, as­ 
sistant adjutant general on MacAr­ 
thur s stall and major of the engineers 
battalion. 
He has done all the scout­ 
ing and map making and is absolutely 
tearless. 
We went in the direction of 
Qningua, some six miles east of Ma­ 
nics. Once before, about two weeks 
ofore, our three mounted troops and 
two field pieces went out to this town 
and took it with only a little skirmish. 
At that time there were no trenches, 
nor was the town fortified at all. This 
time we approached to within a mile 
o the town and waited for daylight. 
only road entering the town from 
e side we entered crossed rlcefields

We’d have lost half a dozen more 
men if we’d tried. 
He was killed in­ 
stantly anyway. 
The other man was 
killed just after

mounted (shot 
through the thigh and bled to death in 
the gallop across the field), so we got 
his body. 
We were a sorry wreck 
when we got to cover. The nearest re­ 
enforcements were the First Nebras­ 
ka s. three miles away. 
Major Bell sent a courier after them 
to report the action. 
Eight killed and 
wounded out of 35 men aud five horses 
tvas pretty hot work for a ten miuute 
fight, but we weren't through with 
the days work yet. 
The ambulances 
came up, and we sent the wounded 
In. 
Then 
the Nebraskas aud four 
companies 
of the 
Fifty-first 
iowa 
came up with three fieldpieces aud a 
Gatling, and we went back to get 
Golambeski’s body and take the town. 
The artillery shelled the trenches first, 
»heu the Nebraskas advanced in the 
front aud the lowas on the right, and 
after a severe tight we got them (the 
rebels) on the run. 
As soon as they 
were started our troop charged them 
as- they ran, but a bunch of 30 or OO 
remained in a trench long enough to 
pour three or four volleys into us as 
we charged across the open aud killed 
Trooper Fisher and mortally wounded 
Trooper 
“Klondike” O’Connor. 
But 
there were very few of that bunch 
left alive. 
They had staid 
in 
the 
trenches too long. 
It was the best 
shooting I’ve had yet. Major Bell had 
his horse shot in the charge, but went 
on on foot till he got another horse. 
We got back to Malolos late in the 
afternoon pretty well played out. 
It 
had been a serious tight. Over 70 men 
killed and wounded in the Nebraskas 
and lowas. including brave Colonel 
Stot sen berg, colonel of the Nebraskas, 
aud a major and first lieutenant in 
that regiment. 
But we took the towm. 
The next morning we started on the 
campaign against Calumpit, the strong­ 
est point held by the rebels. Calumpit 
lies on a point of land between two 
rivers and at the junction of a third 
and is heavily Intrenched. 
A rail­ 
road bridge crosses the river here, but 
this they had destroyed. 
They had 
cut down all trees and burned all 
the houses within half a mile of the 
bank, but they reckoned without their 
host. They had destroyed the bridge, 
but not the railroad track, and their 
strongest trenches were at the end of 
the bridge across the Bag-Bag river. 
So when the action commenced Gen­ 
eral Hale’s brigade went clear up the 
little river, swam it or forded it, and 
w’hen they had had time to get their 
position the armored cars moved up 
the railroad track and poured in a hur­ 
ricane of steel from the two Maxim 
guns, two 3.2 fieldpieces, one navy 
6 pounder, and tw’o Gatlings, three 
armored cars, and the armored engine. 
The ears could fire down the trenches 
obliquely, and the natives couldn’t 
stand for it, but ran. Alas for them, 
they ran into Hale’s brigade; then 
there was fun. 
We got over 300 of 
them dead, and our total losses killed 
and wounded were less than 40. 
May 3.—I had a w hole day to myself 
yesterday aud wrote the part of the 
letter which precedes this. We’ve just 
finished morning stables and been told 
that w’e move at IO o’clock, with five 
days’ rations, and as I may not have 
another chance to mail this I’ll finish 
now and send it on. 
I don't know 
w’here wre’ll move today, but a general 
advance is to be made. There has been 
lots of “peace” talk lately. 
Several 
high Filipino officers have been in 
twice to see General Otis to make ar­ 
rangements for peace, but they want 
to make conditions, and Otis says “un­ 
conditional surrender.” Whenever they 
are ready to come in and bring a gun 
for every man then we’ll permit them 
to. 
We’ve got on to their ways now 
and won’t fool with them. Whenever 
they want time and are hard pressed 
to finish their trenches they ask for a 
ten days’ or two weeks’ armistice “to 
allow their congress to meet and ar­ 
range for peace” or some excuse. Their 
white flag game is played out too.

I believe since then we 
have only advanced 18 miles, yet have 
accomplished a great deal, as we have 
taken the rebels’ strongest strategic 
p oi nts, aud a movem ent is now being 
laude against them which will give us 
control of 25 miles more of railw ay 
lins is the movement by tw o brigades 
of regulars under the old Indian light 
or Lawton around the extrem e right, 
cutting off eight tow ns and, as I said, 
25 miles o f railw ay. 
A fter w riting last 
nothing of im portance happened out 
side of the regular routine of outpost 
duty, excep t th a t we were returned to 
Malolos, remained iii cam p at San Isa 
bel a town of 5.000 inhabitants some 
nix miles southeast of Malolos, on the 
railroad. 
We were quartered in the 
cathedral and rem ained there over a 
week, patrolling the railroad. 
T he in 
sui gent troops had been quartered in 
the same church and left us buuks al­ 
ready put up. guu racks already built 
and fireplaces with poles of split wood 
beside them. 
Due of the dungeons of 
the church tells a pitiful tale in the in­ 
scriptions w ritten in lead pencil on the 
dirty whitewashed wall. 
They are as 
follows aud explain them selves: 
"Harry Huber. F irst battalion. Unit 
ed States engineers, Com pany A; taken 
prisoner by the insurgents Jan. 28 at 
Macuyan; removed to Malolos Feb. 7; 
brought here (San Isabel) about March 
6. Goodby.” 
“David 
Brown, civilian, native 
of 
Montreal; captured 
by 
Filipinos at 
Caloocan Jan. 27; taken to Malolos 
Feb. 9; brought here March 0; notify 
Richard Brown, 
lob Santillo street. 
Montreal.” 
There was a third one with -the sam e 
inscription as H uber’s, but the nam e 
was not discernible. 
It’s hard telling 
where the poor fellows are now. 
It 
was 
fearfully 
monotonous 
at 
tile 
church. The flies and an ts w ere tro u ­ 
blesome, and we had nothing to read 
and still less to eat. 
On April 22, a fte r the whole troop 
had been on patrol all day and the 
night before, we m arched back to Ma­ 
lolos; got in a t 8 a t night, had stables 
and supper and w ere told th a t reveille 
was to be a t I a. rn., and we were to 
start at 2. 
We started. 
It w as bright 
moonlight, easy w ork saddling up, and 
when we stopped a few m inutes later 
at General M acA rth u r^ headquarters 
we found th a t we w ere to be an escort 
or scouting party for M ajor Bell, a s­ 
sistant adju tan t 
general on Mac A r­ 
thur’s staff and m ajor of the engineers 
battalion. 
H e has done all the scout- 
iog and map m aking and is absolutely 
fearless. 
We w ent in th e direction of 
Quingua, some six miles east of M a­ 
lolos. 
Once before, about tw o wTeeks 
before, our three m ounted troops and 
two field pieces wTent out to this town 
and took it w ith only a little skirmish. 
At that time there w ere no trenches, 
Dor was the tow n fortified a t all. This 
time we approached to w ithin a mile 
of the town and w aited for daylight. 
J he only road entering the tow n from 
the side we entered crossed ricefields 
or POU yards wide; then cam e a 
bdle grove of trees, then more rice- 
fieMs some 200 yard s across, then the 
boe of bamboo thickets around the 
town. 
To the right and left of the grove of 
dees I spoke of are other groves, 200 
jardg away and running Into the town.

pied less than ten minutes.

Tile men who had been holding the 
horses had their cartridge belts full 
yet, so they got to the right ami left 
of the grove aud covered our retreat 
by keeping up a fire on the natives, 
who were coining into the grove on 
one side as we went out on the other. 
Then followed a wild gallop down the 
road through tile opeu, holding tile 
wounded mon in their saddles, each 
man carrying an extra carbine and 
some whose horses had been shot rid­ 
ing double. 
We had to leave poor 
Corporal Golnmbeski’s body behind. 
We absolutely couldn’t take it with 
us. 
W e’d have lost half a dozen more 
men if we’d tried.

The other man was

At a tim e when Mr. Lincoln was un­ 
der great m ental stress during the civil 
w ar Mr. George IL Yoamnft then con­ 
gressm an from Kentucky, called upou 
him and thus describes the occasion In 
the New York Tribune: 
“The president w as alone a t his desk, 
hard at work, and the congressm an 
promptly offered to retire and call 
again. 
“ ‘No,’ said Lincoln, 'sit down. 
I'll be 
through shortly.’ 
‘‘Presently his little son partly open­ 
ed the door. ‘Papa,’ said he, ‘m am m a 
says the company will soon assemble.’ 
‘‘The congressm an rose. 
‘Please be 
seated; w e’ll get to it directly,’ said 
Lincoln. 
“Ile continued his work. 
His face 
w as very grave: it showed anxiety and 
melancholy 
indescribable. 
Disasters 
had come in the field, and it was not all 
harm ony am ong his supporters. Ver 
soon his barber came in, and again the 
congressm an offered to retire. 
“ ‘No,’ said Lincoln; ‘ju st excuse me 
M ajor Bell sent a courier a fte r them 
one m om ent.’

“K londike” O'Connor.

there were very few of th a t buncll 
left alive. 
They had staid 
in 
the 
trenches too loug. 
It w as the best 
shooting I’ve had yet. 
M ajor Bell had 
his horse shot in the charge, but went 
on on foot till he got another horse. 
We got back to Malolos late in the 
afternoon pretty well played out. 
It 
had been a serious tight. 
Over 70 men 
killed and wounded in the N ebraskas 
and lowas, including brave Colonel 
Stotsenberg. colonel of the Nebraskas, 
and a m ajor and first lieutenant in 
th a t regiment. 
But we took the town. 
T he next morning we started on the 
cam paign against Calumpit, the strong­ 
est point held by the rebels. 
Calum pit 
lies ou a point of land betw een two 
rivers and at the junction of a third 
and is heavily intrenched. 
A rail­ 
road bridge crosses the river here, but 
this they had destroyed. 
They had 
cut down all trees and burned all 
the houses w ithin half a mile of the 
bank, but they reckoned w ithout their 
host. 
They had destroyed the bridge, 
but not the railroad track, and their 
strongest trenches w ere a t the end of 
the bridge across the Bag-Bag river. 
So when the action commenced Gen­ 
eral H ale’s brigade w ent clear up the 
little river, sw am it or forded it, and 
when they had had tim e to get their 
position the arm ored cars moved up 
the railroad track and poured in a hur­ 
ricane of steel from the tw o Maxim 
guns, two 3.2 fieldpieces, one navy 
6 pounder, and two Gatlings, three 
arm ored cars, aud the arm ored engine. 
T he cars could tire down the trenches 
obliquely, ami 
the natives couldn’t 
stand for it, but ran. 
Alas for them, 
they ran into H ale’s brigade; then 
there was fun. 
We got over 300 of 
them dead, and our total losses killed 
and wounded were less than 40. 
May 3.—I had a whole day to myself 
yesterday and wrote the part of the 
letter which precedes this. 
W e’ve just 
finished morning stables and been told 
th at we move at IO o’clock, with five 
days’ rations, and as I may not have 
another chance to mail this I’ll finish 
now and send it on. 
I don t know 
w here w e’ll move today, but a general 
advance is to be made. I here has been 
lots of “peace” talk lately. 
Several 
high Filipino officers have been in 
twice to see General Otis to m ake ai- 
rangem ents for peace, but they want 
to m ake conditions, and Otis s a js 
un­ 
conditional surrender.” \\ henever they 
are ready to come in and bring a gun 
for every m an then w e’ll permit them 
to. 
W e’ve got on to their ways now 
and won't fool with them.

M an’s 
body, m ind and soul need the Sabbath 
day as much as ever they did. 
The 
Sabbath was an eternal institution and 
no distinctive part of Jn d aism alone, 
being instituted centuries liefore A bra­ 
ham or Moses was born. 
T hat Christ 
did not do away w ith the Sabbath is 
proved by the fact th a t He kept it H im ­ 
self. 
A t N azareth on the Sabbath day 
He w ent to the synagogue, “ as His cus­ 
tom was. ” 
That m an would be prone 
to forget this day God realized, for He 
began the com m andm ent, “ R em em ber 
the Sabbath d a y .”

gress in Belding, Midi. On their tops 
In tile center is a steel spring which is 
sprung erect in the intervals of play­ 
ing. 
The duplicate boards are con­ 
structed to tit over it exactly, so that 
no carelessness is possible, and “east” 
will always point east, while the other 
three directions are insured regularity 
also. The four sides of the table are 
lettered respectively “East, “South,” 
“ West” and “North,” and at a corner 
is a rectangular black space on which 
the number of the table will be indi­ 
cated. Under the edge of the table are 
little receptacles in which to place the 
scoring tickets. 
The system of scoring is highly per­ 
fected and something new. 
Scoring 
cards are abolished. 
Each game has 
its separate ticket, and the pages will 
gather up the tickets immediately aft­ 
er each deal.

The navy department at Washington 
has obtained by telegraph from Manila 
a complete list of the Spanish vessels 
purchased by Major General Otis from 
the Spanish government aud 
turned 
over to the navy. 
With the addition of 
these vessels, all of which draw little 
water, Rear Admiral Watson will have 
a sufficient number of light draft craft 
to police the 
Philippine 
archipelago 
aud to operate against the Insurgents 
in the numerous lagoous aud rivers of 
the island of Luzon. 
As early as last 
December Admiral Dewey requested 
the navy department to send him a 
number of 
light draft gunboats. 
A 
month 
later the admiral cabled 
an 
urgent request for vessels of that char­ 
acter, but the department was unable 
o send him more than half a dozen. 
Vs the admiral continued to Importune 
In* department on the subject, it was 
leeided to fit up some of tin* converted 
•adits used iii the war with .Spain, I nit 
on the advice of the chief constructor 
this determination was abandoned. 
After the battle of Manila Bay all 
the Spanish gunboats that have been 
engaged iii policing the Philippines 
concentrated at Zamboanga, iii tile is­ 
land of Mindanao, and remained there 
until recently, when they were bought 
for the United States by General Otis. 
Just prior to their departure from 
Zambouugo for Manila these gunboats 
were raided by insurgents, who took 
from them a number of guns which 
were used against the Spanish gar 
rison defending that place. Otherwise, 
however, the vessels were left nu 
touched, and General Otis has cabled 
that half a dozen of them were in ex 
cedent condition for service when ae 
livered at Manila. 
According to the telegraphic reports 
received at tile navy department, the 
vessels purchased are 13 in number, 
12 gunboats and I torpedo boat. 
The 
gunboats are the Calamianes, Mari 
voles, Bulusan, Pampanga, Para glia, 
Samar. Albay, Manileno, Pauay, Vas­ 
co, Urdaueta and Guardoqui, The tor­ 
pedo boat is tile Bareelo. 
In addition 
to these the fleet in the Philippines lias 
been increased, by purchase or capture, 
by the tugs Hapido, Sureste and IVtre- 
lita, the steam launch Iona and the 
steam barge Ondlna. 
With nine ves­ 
sels now in serviceable condition, cap­ 
tured by Dewey, the fleet In the Phil­ 
ippines is sufficiently large for all pres­ 
ent purposes. 
These nine vessels are 
the Don Juan of Austria, the Isla de 
Culm, the Isla de Luzon, tile Manila, 
Kl Cano, Callao. Leyte, Mindoro aud 
Mindanao. 
Most of these are gun­ 
boats of light draft. 
The Don Juan, 
Culm and the Luzon have been repair­ 
ed and put in tirst class co milt i in at 
Hongkong, says the New York Sun. 
The best of the 13 vessels purchased 
are the sister ships Bulusan, Pain- 
panga, Para gum aud Samar.

F o r m e r B r u t a l i t y In War. 
Before a battle in former times the 
priests solemnly devoted to the gods 
the whole of the hostile army then in 
sight, and, if possible, no man of it 
was left alive. A writer in The Nine­ 
teenth Century says that wheu Her­ 
mann decoyed the great host of Varus 
into the forest depths all the Homans 
that escaped death in the battle were 
captured and led into the dark recess­ 
es, where every man of them was sac­ 
rificed upon hastily erected altars. 
Latham, in his edition of Tacitus, 
quotes six contemporary authorities to 
show that this practice of concluding 
a victory with human sacrifices was 
customary among our Teutonic ances­ 
tors. 
Some crucified their prisoners, 
ethers hung them up to trees for arch­ 
ery practice, but iii general a captive 
was either slain on the spot or else re­ 
served to be sacrificed to tile gods. 
Even when the progress of agriculture 
Induced them to keep a majority of 
the prisoners alive to be slaves they 
appeased the gods for this indignity 
by increasing the tortures inflicted on 
the small remainder. 
Gibbon describes how, before the 
blazing altar, every hundredth man’s 
arms were hacked off him aud, before 
his eyes, thrown into the flames.

that a red Indian would have done 
last century was freely practiced by 
our ancestors of 12 centuries ago. And 
the highest ideal of a man then in­ 
cluded, as a duty, dark cruelty aud 
grewsome revenge against all his ene­ 
mies.

been looked upon as downright murder. 
“ I remember back in the seventies I 
was called to attend a man who was 
shot through the intestines with buck­ 
shot, making a number of perforations. 
I promptly opened the abdominal cav­ 
ity and sewed up the wounds, which at 
that time was regarded as a wildly dar­ 
ing operation. 
The man died from un­ 
avoidable complications, and his friends 
were determined to prosecute me for 
killing him. 
In fact, I had a close 
squeak from unpleasant consequences, 
for a great many other surgeons con­ 
demned my procedure in the severest 
terms. 
“ Just think of it I Today things are 
exactly reversed, and a surgeon who 
failed to open the abdomen in such a 
case would undoubtedly be punished for 
malpractice. This is one instance out of 
many. It is no exaggeration to say that 
the modern surgeon saves thousands of 
lives that his earlier brothers would 
have 
abandoned without 
an effort. 
‘Necessarily fatal’ would have been the 
verdict and the sufferer assisted into 
the valley of the shadow by a merciful 
opiate.”

Then, later on, Liebig in Germany and 
Frankland in this country made several 
mportant syntheses, and in 1860 Ber­ 
c e le t 
published 
his epoch making 
work, “ Organic Chemistry Based Upon 
Synthesis, ” in which he proved that 
the synthesis of organic bodies must be 
pursued and may be achieved 
in a 
juite systematic way, going step by 
step over the whole series cf organic 
compounds. 
At the present time about 180 differ­ 
ent acids, aromatic oils, fats, coloring 
matters, and so on, which are only 
found in nature as products of vital 
activity, have already been prepared in 
our laboratories out of inorganic m at­ 
ter. 
Some of them are already fabri­ 
cated in this way for trade. Every year 
brings some new achievement iii the 
same direction; so that the main inter­ 
est now lies, not so much in adding a 
new product to the already long list of 
chemically prepared organic substances, 
as in catching the secrets of the tiny 
living laboratories in the vegetable and 
animal cells.—Prince

If all days had to be spent in la­ 
bor, it would dwarf if it did not de­ 
stroy the soul powers. Body, brain and 
soul need rest from the dull round of 
work. We must rest or die. One of the 
most wonderful facts disclosed in the 
history of the race is that those people 
who have kept one day in seven sacred 
from secular toil aud devoted to the 
worship of God have not only become 
stronger and richer and purer in moral 
and religions life, but have also in 
worldly possessions accumulated far 
more than those who have worked all 
days alike.

The route out of New xora city was 
from Herald square through Thirty- 
fifth street to Fifth avenue, up Fifth 
avenue to One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street, west to Seventh avenue, and 
north to Central bridge. 
Thence Mr. 
Davis 
took 
Sedgewick 
avenue 
to 
Kingsbridge, where he turned to the 
left, crossing the tracks of the New 
York Central and New York and Put­ 
nam 
railroads to Broadway, 
which 
gave him a good road to Yonkers. Tile 
route to Albany closely followed the 
east bank of the Hudson river. From 
Albany tile road runs west through the 
Mohawk valley, passing through Utica, 
Syracuse and Rochester. 
At Buffalo 
the route turns sooth and leads along 
till* s h o r e of Bake Urie through Cleve­ 
land and Toledo, and across Indiana 
to South Bend and thence to Chicago. 
The route f r o m Chicago to the Pacific 
coast lies through Des Moines, Omaha, 
Denver, Ogden and Sacramento.^ 
Mr. Davis lins studied the good roads

Davis will use, close to 3,700 miles will 
have to be covered, says the New York 
Herald. 
In France, where automobil­ 
ism la claimed to have made greater 
advances than In the United States, 
the longest run recorded is 1,000 kilo­ 
meters, or 021 miles, and French roads 
are equal to the best parkw ays in the 
United States. 
Bicyclists have made runs from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast, but they 
have followed railroad tracks through 
the mountains. 
An automobile must 
take the old stage routes from Deliver 
west, and difficulties will be encounter­ 
ed in the Rocky mountains and beyond 
that would appall the average tourist. 
Mr. Davis is determined to get through 
no m atter how rough the road or how 
steep the grades he finds In the west.

A run even from New York to Chi 
cago is not without Its difficulties.

Charles S. Cox of Troop K, Fourth 
United States cavalry, w rites an inter­ 
esting letter to his sister in Chicago 
from the camp at Calumpit, Philip­ 
p ic Islands, under date of May 2, says 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Calumpit 
had just been occupied by the Ameri­ 
can troops. 
Trooper Cox says: 
And stiJJ our army m oves on, and it 
will take more than Filipinos to stop 
us. 
When I wrote you last, we were 
doiDg outpost duty to the north west 
of Malolos. 
I believe since then we 
ba ac only advanced 18 m iles, yet have 
accom plished a great deal, as we have 
taken tile rebels’ strongest strategic 
points, and a movement is now being 
made against them which will give us 
control of 25 miles more of railway. 
This is tile movement by tw o brigades 
of regulars under tile old Indian tight­ 
er La av ton around tile extrem e right, 
cutting oft eight towns and, as I said, 
25 miles of raihvay. 
After writing last 
nothing of importance happened out­ 
side of the regular routine of outpost 
duty. except that Ave were returned to 
Malolos, rem ained in camp at San Isa­ 
bel. a town of 5.000 inhabitants some 
si* miles southeast of Malolos, on tile 
railroad. 
We were quartered in Hie 
cathedral and remained there over a 
week, patrolling the railroad. 
The in­ 
surgent troops had been quartered in 
the same church and left us bunks al­ 
ready put up, gun racks already built 
and fireplaces with poles of split wood 
beside them. 
Oue of the dungeons of 
the church tells a pitiful tale in the in­ 
scriptions written in lead pencil on the 
dirty Avhitewashed wall. 
They are as 
follows aud explain them selves: 
“Harry Huber, First battalion. Unit­ 
ed States engineers, Company A; taken 
prisoner by tile insurgents Jan. 28 at 
Macuyau; removed to Malolos Feb. 7; 
brought here (San Isabel) about March 
6. Goodby.” 
"David 
Browu, civilian, native 
of 
Montreal; captured 
by 
Filipinos at 
laloocnu Jan. 27; taken to Malolos 
Feb. it; brought here March 0; notify 
Kicbard Brown, 
131) Cantino street, 
Montreal.” 
There Avas a third one w ith -the sam e 
Inscription as Huber’s, but the name 
aa as not discernible. 
It’s hard telling 
where the poor fellow’s are noAV.

The tiles and ants were trou­ 
blesome, and we bad nothing to read 
and still Jess to eat. 
On April 22. after the w’hole troop 
had been on patrol all d a y an d tile 
night before, w e marched back to Ma­ 
lolos; got in at 8 at night, had stables 
and supper aud were told that reveille 


aahs to be at I a. rn., aud w’e were to 
start at 2. 
We started. 
It w as bright 
moonlight, easy w’ork saddling up, and 
when Ave stopped a few m inutes later 
at General MacArthur’* headquarters 
we found that w e were to be an escort 
or scouting party for Major Bell, as­ 
sistant adjutant 
general on MacAr­ 
thur s stall and major of the engineers 
battalion. 
He has done all the scou t-1 
‘Bg and map making aud is absolutely 
earless. 
We went in the direction of 
Quingua, some six miles east of Ma­ 
cle*.

rebels) on the run. 
As soon as they 
were started our troop charged them 
a r they ran, but a bunch of 50 or GO 
remained in a trench long enough to 
pour three or four volleys into us as 
w’e charged across the open aud killed 
Trooper Fisher and mortally wounded 
Trooper 
“Klondike” O’Connor. 
But 
there were very few of that bunch 
left alive. 
They had staid 
in 
the 
trenches too long. 
It w as tile best 
shooting I’ve had yet. 
Major Bell had 
his horse shot in the charge, but went 
on ou foot till he got a not lier horse. 
We got back to Malolos late in the 
afternoon pretty well played out. 
It 
had been a serious tight. 
Over 70 men 
killed and wounded in the Nebraskas 
aud lo Ava s. including brave Colonel 
Stotsenlierg. colonel of the Nebraska*, 
and a major aud first lieutenant in 
that regiment. 
But w e took the town. 
The next morning w e started on the 
cam paign against Calumpit, the strong­ 
est point held by the rebels. 
Calumpit 
lies on a point of land between two 
rivers aud at the Junction of a third 
and Is heavily intrenched. 
A rail­ 
road bridge crosses the river here, but 
this they had destroyed. 
They had 
cut dow’n all trees aud burned all 
the houses within half a mile of the 
bank, but they reckoned wdthout their 
host. 
They had destroyed the bridge, 
but not the railroad track, aud their 
strongest trenches were at the end of 
the bridge across the Bag-Bag river. 
So when the action commenced Gen­ 
eral H a les brigade went clear up the 
little river, swam It or forded It, aud 
when they had had tim e to get their 
position the armored cars moved up 
the railroad track and poured In a hur­ 
ricane of steel from the tw o Maxim 
guns, tw o 3.2 fieldpieces, one navy 
ii pounder, aud two Gatlings, three 
armored cars, aud the armored engine. 
The cars could tire down the trenches 
obliquely, and 
the natives couldn’t 
stand for It, but ran. 
Alas for them, 
they ran into Hale's brigade; then 
there w as fuu. 
W’e got over 300 of 
them dead, aud our total losses killed 
and wounded w ert less than 40. 
May 3.—I bad a whole day to m yself 
yesterday aud wrote the part of tin* 
letter which precedes this. 
We’ve just 
finished morning stables aud been told 
that w’e move at IO o’clock, with five 
days’ rations, and as I may not have 
another chance to mail this ITI finish 
now aud send it on. 
I don't know 
w’here w e’ll move today, but a geooral 
advance is to be made. There has been 
lots of “peace” talk lately. 
Several 
high Filipino officers have been In 
tw’ice to see General Otis to make ar­ 
rangem ents for peace, but they want 
to make conditions, aud Otis says “un­ 
conditional surrender.” W henever they 
are ready to come in and brtug a gun 
for every man then Ave’U permit them 
to. 
W e’ve got on to their ways now 
aud won’t fool with them. 
Whenever 
they want time aud are hard pressed 
to finish their trenches they ask for a 
ten days’ or two weeks’ armistice “to 
allow their congress to meet and ar­ 
range for peace” or some excuse. Their 
white tiag game is played out too. 
They w ill send out a whit© tiag by two 


•■»r three soldiers, 
lUen our em eers 
would go out to meet them. 
When our 
officers would get half way to tutu., 
they would lay down flat, and their 
concealed 
sharpshooters 
would 
tire 
over their heads at our officers until 
they got back to cover. 
Last night was a gala occasion for 
us all. 
It didn’t rain yesterday, so we 
had dry saddle blankets to sleep on. 
Just think of it; 
It was the first time 
for tavo weeks nearly that w e’ve been 
dry, day or night. 
The other tAvo days 
it didn’t raiu we had to ford rivers, so 
got Aret anyway. 
The rainy season is 
on, and it’s getting to be hard cam ­ 
paigning. but as we've had a fight oc 
casioually we don’t mind the hard­ 
ships.

L incoln’s W ay. 
At a tim e when Mr. Lincoln was un­ 
der great mental stress during the civil 
war Mr. George IL Yea m a * then con­ 
gressman from Kentucky, called upon 
him and thus describes the occasion in 
the New’ York Tribune: 
“The president was alone at his desk, 
hard at work, and the congressman 
promptly offered to retire and call 
again. 
1 ‘No.’ said Lincoln, 'sit dow n. ITI be 
through shortly.’ 
“Presently his little son partly open­ 
ed the door. ‘Papa,’ said he, ‘mamma 
says the company av i 11 soon assem ble.’ 
“The congressm an rose. 
‘Please he 
seated; w e’ll get to it directly,’ said 
Lincoln. 
“Ile continued his work. 
His face 
w as very grave; it showed anxiety and 
melancholy 
indescribable. 
Disasters 
Lad come In the field, and it Ava* not all 
harmony am ong ids supporters. Very 
soon his barber came in, and again the 
congressman offered to retire. 
“ ‘No,’ said Lincoln; ’just excuse roe 
one moment.’ 
Ile got up, threw off his 
coat, seated him self in one chair aud 
stretched his long legs across another. 
The barber lathered his face and com 
menced stropping a razor. When that 
was over the president turned his head 
anti gently asked, ‘Now, what can I 
d or 
“The congressman told his mission. 
It w as considered kindly, decided cor­ 
rectly and he went his way. 
W e need 
not compare this wTth the court eti­ 
quette of emperors and kings, uor ask 
if W ashington or Adams, or even Jef­ 
ferson, would have so received a vis­ 
itor on business; but it w as w hat Abra­ 
ham Lincoln did.”

Spanish. I lie anecdote is told of a pris­ 
on iii a provincial towu In Argentina: 
“An employee, whose duty It w as to

“ ‘The chief, sir,’ he answered, ‘lives 
at his farm, three or four leagues 
off.

body, mind and soul need the Sabbath 
day as much as ever they did. 
The 
Sabbath Avas an eternal institution and 
no distinctive part of Judaism alone, 
being instituted centuries before Abra 
ham or Moses was born. 
That Christ 
did not do away w ith the Sabbath is 
proved by the fact that He kept it H im ­ 
self. 
A t Nazareth on the Sabbath day 
He went to the synagogue, “ as His cus­ 
tom was. ’’ 
That man w’ould be prone 
to forget this day God realized, for He 
began the commandment, “ Remember 
the Sabbath d ay.’’ W e are commanded 
to remember what we are likely Co for­ 
get. 
That we should honor the Sabbath 
day scarcely needs proof. (I) W e should 
lo so in im itation of God. 
God rested 
n tie* Sabbath day and hallowed it. 
We should therefore, in im itation of 
God, rest on and hallow tile Sabbath 
day. 
(2) We should honor the Sabbath 
because (iud commands us to do so. He 
H im self has commanded us to “ R e­ 
member tile Sabbath day to keep it 
holy. 
To refuse to do so is to break a 
solemn command of God. (3) We should 
honor the Sabbath, sis God requires, for 
our own sakes. 
W e need the rest and 
the opportunity for worship of God and 
communion with God. 
(4) We 
lose 
nothing by giving this day to God. Six 
days of manna in the wilderness, pro­ 
vided for seven days’ necessity. 
In the 
providence of God six days’ labor w ill 
provide for seven days’ existence, and 
thus He has made it possible to keep 
this day wdthont loss or injnry to our 
temporal well being in any way. 
God H im self has told us how to hon­ 
or this day. 
It is to lie hallowed, to be 
kept holy and sanctified. W eare to rest 
from physical labors, but rest is not the 
end, tint only the means to the end. 
Rest is necessary that the day may be 
sanctified. Thousands of laborers are in ­ 
capacitated from m aking this a hallowed 
day because they are not allowed to 
rest from their Inliers. John was in the 
Spirit on the Lord's day.

gress in Belding, Midi. 
On their tops 
In the center is a steel spring which is 
sprung erect in the intervals of play­ 
ing. 
The duplicate boards are con­ 
structed to lit over it exactly, so that 
no carelessness is possible, ami “east” 
will always point east, while the other 
three directions are Insured regularity 
also.
